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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 7, and 8 are pending in the application. Claims 2, 5 and 6 have been cancelled. 
New claims 7 and 8 have been added. Care has been taken to avoid the introduction of new 
matter. The recitation of new claims 7 and 8 is supported, for example, at page 10, lines 5-13 
and at Fig. 2 of the present application. 

In the Office Action, claim 1 was indicated as being allowed. 

Claims 2, 5 and 6 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §§112 and 103. These rejections are 
moot, since claims 2, 5 and 6 have been cancelled. 

Regarding new claims 7 and 8, these claims are believed to be allowable, at least because 
the cited references, alone or in combination, do not teach or suggest an electron microscope 
having a turntable stage and a plurality of minicolumns, wherein imaging of every point on a 
wafer by the minicolumns is enabled by the turntable rotating the wafer, as recited in 
independent claim 7. 

Accordingly, it is believed that all pending claims are now in condition for allowance. 
Applicants therefore respectfully request an early and favorable reconsideration and allowance of 
this application.
